Hi Jacob 


To me the QRP means a homebuilt rig - kits or homebrew. They usually do not 
have CPU's whos clocks are the origins of ‘a higher noise floor'. The same 


goes for 'the older rigs' so the older rigs are usually 'quieter'. The new 
rigs will ‘hear the grass grow on the other side of the planet' thoug and 
are usually better in handling crowded bands than your average QRP kit. 


I have a Yaesu FT890 which I find MUCH better than my old Kenwood TS520SE - 
which was a quiet rig - and my old Yaesu FT747GX. I find it better because 
the filters are so much better in the later 'new' rigs. The flanks of the 
filters are steeper. Abt 70 dB with the standard ceramic one provided and 
abt 80 dB with the crystal ones I have bought now. Rigs with DSP (digital 
signal processors) are even better in picking out signals on a crowded 
band. So these are good for contesting. 


Why QRP? Because it's FUN! That's why! 

I remember working OK1PG on 80m and I could almost FEEL him being sorry 
when he gave me 559 and I gave him a 599 report. He then told me that he 
was working with ONLY 10 Watts. I replied that I worked him with abt 1 
(one) Watt. OOOHH, He said, then you're REALLY QRPp! ;-) It's experienses 
like this that warms the heart of a ‘solder smoke addict’. 


The difference between 15000 danish kroners for a FT890 off the shelf and 
300 dkr for my Tobacco Tin Transceiver homebrew rig may also be of some 
significance to some people...;-)

I operate from a ground floor condo on St. Simons Island, Ga occasionally. I 
throw up a 21 £t insulated stranded hookup wire (424/26) to a nearby tree 
limb(semi-vertical) a few feet from the wall of the condo and run the wire 
in through the window or door to an LDG QRP Auto Tuner. I run one 
counterpoise 1/4 wave wire (insulated hookup) to the case of the tuner per 
each band of interest. These don't have to be straight. I usually just lay 
them around the edge of the room. My wife is sort of understanding about 
this. You can always lay it on the ground/patio/deck/balcony outside. The 
tuner easily finds a reasonable match with my INDEX LABS QRP+ @ 5w and I 
have no trouble making contacts on bands from 40 to 10 mtrs. On 20 mtrs I 
have worked many European stations during last year when conditions were not 
very good. This year it should be FB. 


The problem could be related to operating habits (maybe and maybe not). The 
best ones I know are: 


Try to find a quiet spot. There can be stations a few 100 Hz on either side 
of you and you can still get responses if your in a clear spot and your and 
the responder have good receivers. Even a weak station (within a 200 Hz of 
your TX freq.) to you may be a strong signal to a potential reply station. 
Many of the casual operators just don't want to work hard to pull out the 
marginal station unless it's a contest. For rag chewing folks want a less 
demanding situation. The station trying to call you may have a minimal 
receiver and can't eliminate the adjacent QRM enough to have a solid QSO. 


If you're CQing on or around the designated QRP frequencies use your RIT if 
you have it(I highly recommend RIT) and scan up and down at least 1 kHz for 
return calls. Someone may be xtal controlled or just not correctly tuned to 
you. If you find a caller off your TX freq. leave your TX alone otherwise 
the caller may move his TX freq trying to tune you in better. If you don't 
have RIT this may require you to juggle back and forth. 


Keying habits are important. I find that CQ speeds less than 15 WPM increase 
my answer percentage. If the other station wants to QRS then you can adjust. 
Inter-character and Inter-word spacing is important. This is even true for 
the simple CQ sequence. I have used the 3 by 2 with a pause 10-15 seconds to 
search for replies. If I'm on the QRP calling freq. I generally CQ CQ CQ QRP 
DE AE4GX to let folks know I'm specifically interested in QRP. I think the 
/QRP suffix is not legal by the rules so generally don't use it. Instead I 
use DE AE4GX QRP with no slash "/" sign. 


If you're answering CQs then try to zero beat the stations TX frequency. Try 
to quickly answer but not too fast because he may be manually switching from 
TX to RX. If you hear a very strong station answering wait to see if the 
station answers. If he doesn't he may have equipment problems or bad 
operating habits. Try to match the speed and form of his call. Make you 
keying as uniform as possible particularly using a straight key. 


As I explain to my wife this is "Electronic" fishing. Some days you just 
don't get any bites. 


Just think if you caught one EVERY TIME it wouldn't be near as interesting.

One of the disadvantages of a mountainous 
location is that verticals usually perform poorly. On the other hand 
effective antenna height is pretty good on a sloping lot. I do the best 
with what I have:%). 


Cecil pointed it out in his post, but the importance of a using a good 
ground with vertical antennas cannot be overstressed. With shortened 
antennas it is even more important since the radiation resistance of such 
an antenna will be very low, less than 4 Ohms. Lots of radials as long as 
you can make them are a general rule, but if you can only have a few 
radials they can be short. The Handbook, Antenna Book, and deVoldere's 
(ON4UN) book on low band DX techniques (new version rumored to come out 
shortly) are good sources for ground/radial information. 


Although Cecil suggested putting the loading coil in the center of the 
radiating section the losses might be lower if it is moved to the top of 
the section. A larger coil will be required there though. Whatever the 
loading technique used, the bandwidth will be narrow and some form of 
remote tuning shoudl be used if much QSYing will be done. Perhaps the 
loading coil could be the resonating section of a "Screwdriver" antenna. 
This configuration would allow remote tuning fairly easily and would allow 
the use of the antenna on 160M and 40 M as well as 80M. 


Such an antenna will have a low impedance at the base and some form of 
matching will be required here. If the loading coil tunes out all the 
antenna reactance (as it should) you will be left with a very low impedance 
to match to 50 Ohms. You can use what Sevick calls an "unun" to get this up 
to 50 Ohms. Alternately you can use an autotransformer made from an air 
coil. The Antenna Book used to show this technique under the name "dollar 
special". 


You can also use more than one vertical wires to trasnform the impedance. 
This is the monopole version of a folded dipole. 3 or more vertical wires 
will probably be required to get the impedance up to 50 Ohms. Again see the 
Handbooks for details. By the way, this technique will not increase the 
efficeincy of the antenna as some have suggested. The ground losses 
relative to the antenna losses will remain the same. It does make it 
ieasier to feed though. 


Cecil knows what he is talking about when it comes to short verticals. His 
mobile antenna scored very high in the "west coast shootout" for 75 M 
antennas. That is a tough challenge with lots of competition.

This is a big problem...but not an unfixable one. That's usually what the 


situation is... Here's the deal. Windows 95/98 doesn't properly implement 
capitalized filenames (at least to Linux, anyway). You should have a 
directory, "RPMS". What you need to do is download either the Slackware or 
other bootdisk set. There's one guy that's got a VERY complete bootdisk 
that provides lots of the functionality of full Linux system. At any rate, 
make sure that whatever mount version it has supports vfat (if you just get 
the latest Slackware boots, don't worry - they do). Then, boot and root, 
then do the following: 


cd mnt 

mkdir dos 

mount -t vfat /dev/hda /mnt/dos (the /dev/hda is for the first DOS 
partition...your milage may vary) 


cd dos 

mv rpms RPM 

mv RPM RPMS 

There, that should get you going... Good luck!

I finally got around to using my HW-9 in preparation for the HW contest this 


weekend. I ran into an interesting problem. On 80 and 40 and a little on 30 
mtrs I can pickup BCI. Now I expected this on the PIXIE and even the HW-8 
but not the HW-9. 


BTW the HW-8 doesn't seem to experience this problem. The PIXIE has an 
extensive Front-end notch filter for this. My ICOM 756 is FB. 


Here's my setup: End-fed 120 ft longwire into an LDG Auto tuner. The Case of 
the tuner is DC grounded to an 8 £t pipe in the ground and a counterpoise 
wire (one for each band) insulated and lying on the ground outside. All the 
counterpoise wires are bundled together and soldered at the tuner end. The 
tuner is coax connected to the rig(s) via a coax switch. The problem is 
still there if I bypass the switch. 


I can eliminate the 40 mtr problem in the HW-9 if I put a Field Day 40 mtr 
BandPass filter in between the tuner and the rig. Of course this doesn't 
solve my 80 and 30 mtr problem. I can build a high pass filter to cutoff 
everything below 3.5 mHz and try that. 


My question with the three stage LP filter in the HW-9 output stage and the 
TX/RX BP double tuned filters for each band why would I get any BCI? 


The HW-8 as a manually tunable preselector that might help but the Hw-9 is 
fixed BP tuned. 


Anyone had BCI overload problems like this with the HW9? I expected this 
would my HW7 and HW8 but not the HwW9. 


Any suggestions before 1600Z tomorrow?

Good move pulling the 78L05(?) or whatever you were using 
for a fixed reg. If you're now supplying the CMOS-III with 
4.5V from the 3-AA's... you can check current draw. The uP 
is "asleep" except when keying, so your "standby current" 
should be near nil on a DMM. If current draw is 
_constantly_ in the low milliamps range, then something is 
wrong with the circuit or uP. Additionally, I would remove 
your power ON/OFF switch and just leave the CMOS-III "on" 
all the time. The uP will sort out the ON/OFF. You should

Howdy- About a year ago, I decided to start building a de revr for 15m. 
I have already built one for 30m based on a W1FB design which I ended up 
making into a xcvr. It used the ‘602 for the PD. My other scratch 
built xcvrs (superhets) also used the '602. My idea for the 15m rig is 
based on a W7EL design I saw for 40m. It used double balanced PD using 
diodes. So last year, I went ahead and made the vfo (10.5mhz) and freq. 
doubler, buffer etc. and all worked ok. Found my sig after some 
adjustments on 21 mhz. and all is well. Then I got side-tracked and put 
the whole thing down for about a yr. Now I'm hoping to finish it. Soa 
couple of days ago, I made the af preamp and filter section and that was 
followed by making the af amplifier. Made some tests and using a hb 
audio oscilator and sure enough all seems to work ok. Today I made up 
the PD and hooked everything up and well...... W1FB says you need about 
1.5v p-p coming from the vfo to the PD. I haven't checked that yet. 

But he also mentions for freq. above 14 you should use a low noise rf 
pre-amp. I haven't made this yet. My question is should I just scrap 
the idea of using the diode ring PD and use the ‘602? Are there any 
other ways of testing the PD if I keep the old one? Should I quit the 
whole idea and stay on 40m? Should I give everything up and buy a CB?
